While Indian hockey is 
desperately trying to win a few big 
games today, one man still remains 
the ‘guru’ of this game. He is none 
other than the hockey wizard, Major 
Dhyan Chand Singh. He got thetitle 
Chand (moon) from his first coach, 
Pankaj Gupta, who had predicted 
that he would shine like one. Dhyan 
Chand has proved his coach right 
and even today remains a figure of 
veneration to hockey players through 
‘out the world. 

Major Dhyan Chand, a sepoy in 
the British Indian Army, was the 
captain of the gold winning Indian 
team in three Olympic Games (1928 
Amsterdam, 1932 Los Angeles, 1936 
Berlin). The National Sports Day in 
India is observed on his birthday, the 
29% of August. He was awarded the 
Padma Bhushan, India’s third 
highest civilian honour, in 1956. 

On the field he was named the 
‘Wizard of Hockey’ and was admired 
and feared by his opponents and 
fellow players alike. They all 
felt that the ball stuck to his 
hockey stick, for so well did 
he dribble the ball. He 
attracted much attraction for 
his clever stick work. Such was 
Dhyan Chand's skill that spectators 
refused to believe when he scored 
goal upon goal. Infact, his hockey 
stick was prised open to check for 
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hidden magnets, His deft stick we
